PLAN OF DARWIN 


and Unmarried. 

New York, Sept. 24.—[Special.]— 
Practical measures advocated by 
some students of methods of improv- 
ing races, such as the sterilization of 
criminals by the X-ray, the promotion 
of larger families among good stocks, 
and their limitation among others, 
were discussed at today’s session of 
the International Congress of Eu- 
genics at the American Museum of 
Natura! History. 

Maj. Leonard Darwin, a son of the 
great Charles Darwin, author of “The 
Descent of Man,” urged the experi- 
mental use of the X-ray, with the 
consent of the subject to prevent de- 
scendants from criminals. He sug- 
gested that this treatment might be 
extermed to the wastrel, the habitual 
drunkard and “the work shy,” to 
prevent the transmission of their 
traits to future generations. 

Matter of Patriotism. 

On the other hand, Maj. Darwin 
urged that the sound and fit and su- 
perior people should, by a campaign 
of patriotism, be induced to raise larg- 
er families. Racial deterioration 
seems evident, amongst al! highly civ- 
ilized peoples, he asserted, because of 
the thinning out of the descendants 
of highly endowed stocks and the mul- 


tiplication of those of inferior éndow- 
ment. 


deeply and widely felt that it is both 
immoral and unpatriotic for couples 
sound in mind and body- to unduly 
limit the’ size of their families,” said 
Maj. Darwin. He read this sentence 
slowly, and at the request of two or 
three in the audience, read it over 
again. 
Would Tax the Unmarried. 

The speaker advocated special taxes 

on the unmarried and the childless, 
He said that the feeble minded in the 
United States numbered between 300,- 
000 and 400,000. He said that all who 
had studied the problem agreed that 
they should be seggregated, especially 
when their natural protectors could! 
not care for them, and prevented from 
Becoming parents. 
Maj. Darwin urged seggregation by 
long terms for habitual criminals to 
prevent their family life. He said 
that statistics showed that the child 
of a criminal was ten times as likely 
to become a criminal as the child of 
a normal member of society. 


Mating Tall Men and Women. 

Maj. Darwin calculated that if the 
25,000 tallest men and women in Amer- 
ica were mated and induced to raise 
two children more than the normal 
family rate, and that if this selection 
of the tall were continued for centuries 
the average height of an Americal 
would be increased but one inch every 
1,500 years. The attempt to raise the 
averege level of inte'lect and charac- 
ter by “breeding experiments,” he said. 
would be equally futile. 

His point was that this specilize i 
breeding would, as it always has. 
prove a failure, but that the result of 
encouraging large families generally 
among intelligent, clean-living people 
would be vastly beneficial within the 
immediately succeeding generations.

PERIL BRITISH 
COLONY CHIEF 


Dundee Stormed.

DUNDEE, Scotland, Sept. 24.— 
Mounted police charged mobs of thou- 
sands of persons including unemployed 
and Communists, who attempted to 
storm the new city hall here today 
when Wintson Churchill, the minister 
of the colonies, spoke on the Irish sit- 
uation and unemployment before his 
constituency. 

A big cordon of police surrounded 
the hall, holding back the crowds 
which attempted to rush into the build- 
ing. During the excitement a mounted 
policeman’s horse shied at a red flag 
arried by someone in the crowd, throw 
ing the rider. 

A big mob, hooting and jeering, 
waited for Mr. Churchill to come out 
of the building but the .police spirited 
him out through a batk door. Mounted 
police protected his automobile as it 
passed through the crowds. 

Accuses Bolshevik; Called Liar. 

Mr. Churchill’s appearance on the 
platform was greeted by cheers min- 
gled with boos. The large audience 
packing the hall was restless and fre- 
quently interrupted his talk. 

Someone shouted “You are a liar” 
when he said that bolshevik agitation 
had helped to create the lack of con- 
fidence - regarding the government's 
efforts to aid the unemployed. His 
oratory, however, won over the main 
body of the meeting. 

Mr. Churchill discussed Great 
Britain’s industrial situation, which he 
said was due to the collapse of imter- 
national exchange and the socialist 
propaganda throughout the country. 
He declared that the Washington dis- 
armament conference might result in 
an international meeting to bring 
about a normal exchange. He was 
jeered when he said that the type of 
polsheviks who had ruined Russia 
were attempting to bring about similar 
conditions in England and, that this 
type of bolshevism would kill the na- 
tion outright. 


Doubtful of Irish Stand. 


Concerning Ireland he said: 

“TIT have read every scrap of cor- 
respondence which has followed the 
negotiations and I am still uncertain 
where the Irish leaders stand. It is

KUBELIK PUTS 
LIFE PRESERVER 
ON FIDDLE; 11 DIE

LONDON, Sept. 24.—“A man can 
save himself, but a violin cannot, ” said 
Jan Kubelik today, in explaining his 
action in putting a fe preserver 
around his $125,000 Stradivarius violin 
when the channe! steamer Jan Breydel, 
bound from Ostend to Dover, ran down 
and sank the Norwegian freighter Sa- 
lina this afternoon with a loss of eleven 
lives. 

“I saw from my deck cabin,that a 
collision was inevitable. At once I 
thought, ‘How can I save my violin.’ 
I hastened after a life belt, which I 
fastened around the instrument. Then 
I came on deck and saw that there was 
no danger to our vessel.”

Churchill Meeting in “ 


I’m Too Poor 
to Go Home:

AMSTERDAM,’ Sept. 24.—[Special.] 
In, these fateful days for Germany, 
when the question is raised persistent- 
whether the nation will remain a re- 
public or revert to monarchy, I paid a 
visit to the crown prince, exiled for 
nearly three years now on that Dutch 
St. Helena, Wieringen. I wanted to 
know what reaction on him, ~what 
hopes, what thoughts, even what in- 
formation, might be. coming to him 
from Germany. 

The pastor’s house where the crown 
prince dwells is more comfortable and 
gayer than on my last visit, as he has 
speceeded in- getting some of his be- 
longings from the imperial palace in 
Berlin. The crown prince’s mind is 
filled with his eventual return to Ger- 
many, but I had to read his mind by 
indirection, as he naturally does not 
care just now to express his thoughts 
too clearly. 

Says He’s a Free Agent. 

I opened the interview by expressing 
surprise that he had had the patience 
to stick out three years on Wieringen, 
but I said I could understand how a 
man trained to rule in the future had 
been able to submit obediently to cir- 
cumstances... The crown prince replied: 

“You confuse two ideas—being in- 
fluenced and being ruled. I do not 
allow myself to be ruled by anybody. 
It is said silence is consent, but this 
is not always true. : 

“T have held my peace, although I 
sometimes thought I would explode. 
I am not silent from fear, but there 
is no use of talking. -Every time I 
have said something spontaneously my 
enemies have jumped on me like tigers 
and have used my words against me. 
‘ He’s Broke, So He Stays. 

“JT will say this much now, how- 
ever. You can say for me that I am 
staying here for pecuniary reasons. 
Naturally, I would prefer to live on the 
continent, but you know what the Ger- 
man mark is worth abroad. 

“ Por the same pecuniary reasons my 
wife and boys visit me only once 4 year, 
although we correspond regularly. My 
wife manages her house and devotes 


ing to earn their own livelihood when 
they are grown. 

“ My eldest son has written Me that 
I ought to come home and manage the 
house myself, but I intend to stay in 
Holland until I am sure my return will 
not disturb anybody in Germany. So 
far 1 have met no one who could tell 
me when I should return to my coun- 
try as a private citizen.” 

Calis Berlin “Seventh Heaven.” 

The crown prince told me that at the 


had left Holland in an airplane an 
American correspondent in Berlin 
wired him to confirm the rumor. The 
crown prince said he was ready to re- 
ply, but was dissuaded. The message 
he wrote, but never sent, was: 
“Father has not yet left for the sev- 
enth heaven.” 

The moment being opportune, I 
asked the crown prince when there 
would be a kaiser again in Germany. 
The crown prince replied: 

“To have-a kaiser in Germany—it 
might happen tomorrow. Why should 
we not be permitted to live in our 
country? But do not you really mean 
to ask when will Germany be ruled 
again by @ kaiser? We might talk! 
about that all night without getting 
anywhere. 

“Tt is not for me to decide, anyway. 
Furthermore, our unfortunate country

“Prohibition is not a fact but a fale 
lacy, and this applies not only to Chi-- 
cago but to every city of which I have 
knowledge. In Chicago there is more 
drunkenness than there ever was— 
more deaths from liquor than before 
prohibition — more of every evil at. 
tributable to the use of liquor than in 
the days before the so called prohibition 
laws became ‘ effective.’ 

Hinders Department Efficiency. 

“All this militates against the ef 
ficiency of the police department. 
“This department alone cannot en- 


the sale and distribution of liquor any 
more than it can enforce the laws 
governing counterfeiting, but we can 
take a very large step in that direc. 
tion by separating the police depart- 
ment from all connection with the fl- 
licit sale and distribution of liquor.”

AIRPLANE BOMB 
TEARS BOW OF 
OLD BATTLESHIP 


, Norfolk, Va., Sept. 24.—[Special.}— 
A’ Martin bomber riddled the forward 
decks of the old battleship Alabama 
today with two 30¢@ pound demolition 
projectiles. 

Though only 173 pounds of TNT 
was used in each bomb, the direct hit 
on the bow of the ship tore through 
its first deck, spreading the sides of 
the jagged hole upward so that the 
guns in the forward turret would have 
been unable to sight above the wreck- 
age. 

The crew's quarters below this deck 
were demolished. A second bomb, 
dropped with the (first, followed 
through the hole made by the first;

DEAD BANDITS 


Finds Them at Work; His

. Fred J. Christensen, cashier of the 
Glen View State bank, a new institu- 
tion in the village of Glen View. five 
miles west of Wilmette. was shot dead 


yesterday morning in a battle with 
burglars whom he surprised at work in 
the bank.

Christensen, who for six years wa 
employed at the Drexel State bank i 
Chicago, is survived by a widow and 
a 3 year old daughter.

It was fully loaded and the 
“rigger had been pulled, the hammer 
indenting the cap of a cartridge, but 
failing to explode it.

PERU DEMANDS 
RETURN STATE 
CEDED CHILE 


Also Spurns Plebiscite on 
Tacna-Arica.

BUENOS AIRBS, Sept. 24.—Peru 
does not intend to submit the Tacna- 


Arica question -to a plebiscite. This be- 
came evident here today from the for- 
eign ministry’s publication of an‘ of- 
ficial book outlining Peru's side of the 
so-called Pacific problem and demand- 
ing the return to Peru not onlv of the 
province of Tacna and Arica but also 
Tarapaca, which Peru ceded definite- 
ly to Chile instead of paying war in- 
demnity. 

The publication of this book is the 
first real evidence of the fact that 
gether on the plebiscite and _ that 
probably produce a crisis threatening 
the peace of South America. . 


Backed by Peru Congress. 

The publication of the book followed 
the secret session in the chamber of 
deputies at which Foreign Minister 
Salomon explained the country’s inter- 
national relations, especially with refer- 
ence to Chile, and referred to the propa- 
ganda which he is conducting’in other 
countries in favor of:Peru’s cause. The 
chamber of deputies voted confidence 
in the foreign ministry. who then re- 
leased the book. The document, in part, 
says: 

“For the reasons here outlined it is 
seen clearly that the treaty of peace 
signed by Peru and Chile on Oct. 20, 
1883, must be revised and the province 
of Tarapaca unconditionally returned 
to Peru and that the provinces of 
Tacna and Arica must be returned to 
Peru without a plebiscite and without 
any forfn of indemnity or payment on 
Peru’s part.” 


Chile Wants Pilebiscite. 


The book has been reported to have 
been in the course of preparation ever 
since it became evident that Prsidént 
Alessandri of Chile was preparing to 
force a_ settieemnt of the problem 
through a plebiscite during his admin- 
istration. 

The province of Tarapaca extends 
southward to the river Loa and in- 
cludes the Chilean ports of Pisagua, 
Mejillones and Iquique.

FOOD PRICE CUTS 
‘SAVED $4,453 A 
"DAY TO PUBLIC 


A list’ of seventy-seven restaurants 
and hotels and more than 100 drug 
stores and soda fountains which have 
cut their prices from 10 to 33 1-3 per 
cent during the six month drive of 
the council committee on living costs 
to reduce prices was made public yes- 
terday by Russell J. Poole, secretary 
of the committee. 

‘The total saving on the reduction of 
restaurant prices alone to the public 
amounts to $4,453 a day, the report to 
Chairman Govier says. The savings 


run from $400 a day at the Carson, 
Scott & Co. tearoom, which 
serves 1,200 meals a day, to a few dol- 
lars in smaller outlying restaurants. 

The reduction in prices. of » milk, 
bread, pie, and ice cream sodas during 
the last year meant a saving of $74,700 
a day to the consuming public. 

In the cases of most’ of the restau- 
rants and all the drug stores and soda 
fountains the reduced prices have not 
meant a reduction of the gross incomes 
of these places of business, for the 
price cuts have increased business, Mr. 
Poole declares.

THE NEGLECTED MIDWEST. 

The neglgibility of the midwest in congressional 
legislation may be explained on tne assumption 
of the east, west, and south that the midwest has 
not yet been admitted to statehood. That assump- 
tion would explain a condition even if it did not 
state a fact. | 

Sectional interests in the other parts of the 
country have solidarity, strong representation, and 
effective expression, with remarkable results. The 
sectional interests of the midwest.bave no atten- 
tion given them, “ee 

The business done by congress and the business 
pending before it indicate the elimination of any 
special interests which this section of the country 
might have. New England and New York have 
strong voices. So has Pernsylvania. The south is 
heard and the Pacific coast commands when it 
asks. Sectionalism and the playing of sectional 
interests may be -bad, but they are controlling fac- 
tors in congressional procedure and the badness 
of them is not reduced by the elimination of one 
section. 

The only way to equalize the situation and thus 
to obtain equity is by emphasizing the rights of the 
neglected section. That will deflate other infiu- 
ences and in itself be good. 

The tax revision schemes do not consider the 
midwest when they cut the surtax maximum from 
65 per cent to 32. The wealth of the midwest is 
not consolidated in the production of enormous 
individua} incomes, {ff Henry Ford is excepted. The 
revenue reports show that only four taxpayers in 

TJilinois “have over $1,000,000 a year income. The 
great fortunes are elsewhere. They are not in the 
Mississippi valley and the Jakes region. | 

The midwest is the center of the country's rail- 
road activities, Chicago being the core of them, but 
the midwest never receives congressional consid- 

eration of that fact. In the expenditures of money 
for waterway improvement it never receives con- 
sideration of the fact’ that it is the core of the 
waterways. 

Waterway needs of this section receive antago- 

nistic treatment or indifference and the transpor-} 
tation problems get a black eye in the Panama 
cana! toll bills in which it, is proposed to discrimi- 
nate against the midwest shippers in favor of the 
Atlantic and Pacific coast shipper.

The 
murderer may have lived in the communfty “a | 
where from seventeen to fifty years or mors 
may have been accorded all the privileges of a 
mentally competent person, have voted®have had 
entrance to all public places, have been employed, 
or have employed others, have married, have had 
children, and have been in no way restricted in 
liberty, occupations, or pastimes. 

He commits murder, and the community, which 
is supposed to be protected by the punishment of 
murderers, is asked to reverse its attitude towards 
the murderer, and having granted him all the priv- 
ileges and protections of lay granted to a mentally 
competent person, to grant him immunity from 
the punishment'due him for an offense against the 
law as a mentally incompetent person. . 

A defect in mentality may exist, but it has not 
deprived the person of ability to decide between 

courses of conduct,' has not deprived him of the 
’ Knowledge of right and wrong, may have sharp- 
ened hig shrewdness in certa#{n directions, and may 
not have interfered a great deal, if any, with his 
ability to support himself, but it is urged as reason 
why murder should go unpunished as murder. 


The man has not been known as an imbecile or 
maniac and has not! conducted himself as such.

“CANADIAN WEEK.” 

In furtherance of the decision of the international 
convention of Kiwanis clubs in Cleveland, O., last 
June to arrange “Canadian week” celebrations 
throughout the United States and “ United States 
week” celebrations throughout Canada, the Ki- 
wanis‘%lubs of Chicago have named a committee on 
organization which is preparing to make the local 
celebration the most important and effective in this 
country. 

It is a task worthy of general commendation and 
support. The Webster-Ashburton treaty of 1842, 
settling the Canada-United States boundary line, 
furnishes the text and inspiration for the celebra- 
tions. That treaty settled an international dispute 
through friendly negotiations, and has been 80 re- 
spected for nearly eighty years that an armed 
patrol kas never appeared on the boundary line 
and a shot has never been fired across it. 

No arguments or misunderstandings have ever 
threatened it. We have learned that Canadians | 
are good neighbors, and they have learned the 
same about us. But differences of opinion on tariff | 
issues, socia] standards, and political policies have 
arisen.

and the views of their people. This direct contact 
with the best and most influential Canadian public 
opinion, it is hoped, will make us more appreciative 
of their problems with relation to us. Our manner 
of entertaining them and bringing them into con- 
tact with American thought on our mutual rela- 
tionships will impress our basic friendliness upon 
them and send that impression back to their people. 

Much good can be accomplished by such improve- 
menf in mutual understanding of what really ought 
to be common interests. It is entirely ou the 
ordinary field of diplomacy or international contact. 
It is designed to be the personal contact of two 
peoples, from which each may learn ‘that the other 
is kindly, capable, and progressive. 

The organizers are to be commended for their 
vision. They are in, the best sense living up to 
the motto of their society, ‘‘ We Build.” There can 
be no better form of building than the building 
up of closer friendship between two great tries. 


FOR SELECTIVE 
IMMIGRATION. 


A Washington dispatch announces that Ameri- 
ean consuls abroad have bgen instructed not tu 
visé passports from a country when that country’s 
admission quota under the temporary immigration 
law has been exhausted. That is not only a wise 
decision but nothing more than justice to the 
thronging immigrants who seek admission to the 
United States. 

As immigration regulations have been applied 
up to the present, particularly before the enact- 
ment of the temporary law, it is a seven days’ 
wonder that we have gotten any one into this 
country except bolshevists and anarchists. eir 
handling at Ellis island gn the rush of 1920 was 
such as to.make anarchists of the most peaceful 


if they left their own countries with nothing but 
good will toward the United States and its ir- 
stitutions. 

Crowded in filth like cattle, pushed from pillar 
to post in the processes of examination, with the 
father or mother of a family perhaps turned back 
en a technicality to be repatriated at the expense 
of the steamship company, while the others were 
put ashore without their breadwinnér and without 
the price of the fare to return ‘with him, while 
the steamship line was not compelled_to take them 
heme, thei: treatment was such as to drive many 
to desperation. On the other side it has been as 


lured many to sell theif ‘homes, perhaps to -buy 
fraudulent passports, and to start out on the long 
journey improperly equipped either with money: 
or intelligence to earn their way in the new world. 
The new regulations, perhaps, may change this. 
At least they should prevent urinetessary and pain- 
ful overcrowding at Ellis island, with perhaps re- 
shipment home, only to arrive broken in purse and 
in spirit to take up their old lives even more un- 
happily than when they left them. These reguia- 
tidns should, if possible, be even further extended: 
If the consuls were empowered to use their judg- 
ment to some extent in the selection of desirable 
immigrants the assimilable value of the newcomers 
to this country might be considerably increased. 
If we are to take even a part of Europe’s poverty 
ridden surplus we have the right, In justice both 
to ourselves and to them, to choose the best apply- 
ing for admission, and that choice can better be 
made abroad, near the homes of the applicants, 
than in the fetid, crowded, hurried atmosphere of 
Ellis island.

JUSTICE FOR TEACHERS. 


8. ATWOOD, principal of the 

\ DeWitt Clinton High school, 

New York City, protests that 

it is unfair to give a teacher a 

poor rating when a large proportion of 

her pupils fail to make a grade, since so 

large a@ proportion of the failures are due 
to physical defects. 

In one schodl four years ago a teacher 
got a good rating because all of her class 
passed in biology and another teacher a 
poor rating because 74 per cent of her 
class failed in that subject. 

Investigation showed that the pupils in 
the fir&t class had very few physical de- 
fects, whereas in the second they had 
many. In the first class only 31 per cent 
had imperfect teeth and 60 per cent im- 


74 per cent failures, 84 per cent had im- 
perfect teeth and 7 per cent had im- 
perfect eyes. 


In the writer’s classes the intelligence 
is measured by the Otis test. He in- 
dorses the accuracy of these tests, saying 
the final results in examination in sev- 
eral years never varied more than 6 per 
cent from the predictions based on the 
results of the Otis mental tests. 

This very striking statement is fol- 
lowed by another just as striking. There 
is a close parallel between physical de- 
fects andthe Otis intelligence rating, 
taking the class as a unit. The better 
the Otis rating the better the physical 
conditions. The boys making good Otis 
tatings had an average of one physical 


Aefect. Those having very poor Otis 


ratings had an average of four.

City Obtains Delay in 
Tribune Demurrer.

At the request of Chester E. Cleve- 
land, special assistant corporation 
counsel, argument upon the demurrer 
of THe Trfsune in the $10,000,000 libel 
suit filed against it in the name of the 
city of Chicago was stopped at noon 
yesterday and further hearing was de- 
layed until tomorrow morning.

His chief point was that 
the city “in its proprietary capacity ” 
can sue for libel, an argument never 
made before:in an American court. 


Lawyers in Tilt. 


Only once or twice when Attorney 
Weymouth Kirkland tmterposed a re- 
mark did the argument get away from 
technical territory. One of these incl- 
dents was interesting to the speciators. 

“TI don’t thihk the newspapers have 
any right to publish lies about public 
officials,” Mr. Cleveland said. 

“ Neither do I,” put in Judge Fisher. 

“And nobody contends they [the 
newspapers] do,” Mr. Kirkland said, 
“so you needn't take up any of your 
time on that.” 

“ All right,” anewered the city hall 
representative, “Mr. Kirkland says 
nobody claims they’ have any right to 
publish lies against public officials,” 

“ Don't leave off the word ‘ officials’,”’ 
Mr. Kirkland said. 

“You say they have about some pub- 
lic officials—that is to say—I under- 
stand Mr. Kirkliand’s distinction is, if 
I get it right—he has not expressly 
said it—the paper, the newspaper, has 
a right to publish lies aboyt the offi- 
ciai that they are opposing but not 
against the official that is in their 
favor.”

columns. Mike hag conducted his cam- 
paign like a genefal and has delivered 
the goods in much better style than 
any one thought he would. It isn’t 
often that an old timer, out of hard 
competition for two or three years, 
comes Back and shows all of his for- 
mer speed and skill. 

When you consider that Mike Gib- 
bons showed his best fighting form 
from six to eight years ago—in 1913- 
’15—it’s rather remarkable that he is 
going so well again. Nothing explains 
it except the fact that Mike’s fight- 
ing always was almost entirely a mat- 
ter of skill, and his punch only an in- 
cident. As for ruggedness, Mike 
never had it. He always was extreme- 
ly careful to avoid being hit. #4Some 
times his caution, when against a hard 
hitting and aggressive fighter, was so 
extreme that he was roasted for being 
“yellow.”. Not that Mike was yellow. 
It was his phantom style of fighting. 


Not a “ Fighting Fool.” 
Mike had brains. He fought to win, 
and he never was the kind of a fighter 
taht is called a “fighting fogl.” It 
wasn’t part of Mike’s plan to be care- 
less. But when he decided that he 
could afford to stand close to his man 
and give and take punches, no one 
would stand closer or shoot counters 
through a smaller opening. Mike 
never was a great K. O. fighter, yet 
he had a fairly good list of knockouts, 
and seem able to flatten his oppo- 
nents whenever he thought it neces- 
sary. .

AUTUMN THRIFT. 


REEN tomatoes on vines which 
have been pulled up and hung 
up by the roots, may be slowly 
ripened in such a way as to sup- 

ply ripe fresh tematoes for several 
months. An amateur; gardener, the 
wife of a school principal, who learned 
gardening during food conservation 
days, has told me that she hung up 
tomato vines in this way in a cellar 
and had tomato salad from them on 
her husband's birthday in January. 

If you have not a garden of your 
own it is easy to find at this season 
many neglected tomato vines all about, 
covered with green tomatoes, which 
may be had for the asking. Perhaps 
these will not be so abundant this year 
as because this season many a 
green tomato has dried up instead of 
ripening. 

In reference to the pulling up of to- 
mato vines, that veteran in vegetable 
gardening, Eben E. Rexford, has writ- 
ten: “If frost nips the tomato vines 
before all their fruit is fully ripened, 
pull them up and hang them against a 
wall where the sun cen get at them. 
Hang blankets over them if the nights 
are cold. Here they will ripen as per- 
fectly as on the vines in the garden, 
and one can enjoy fresh fruit from 
them until the coming of very cold 
weather.” 

The old fashioned housewife ripened 
tomatoes in the window—on ledges ard 
on the top of the lower sash, and for 
slower work put them away in draw- 
ers. She did it because ripe tomatoes 
were not purchasable in late fall, and 
early winter. We may do it to save 
the 60 or 70 cents a pound which they 


cost. 


Last fall boxes of tomatoes costing 
around 40 cents had not been out of 
the market three weeks before I was 
charged 60 cents per pound for ripe 
tomatoes, and no better ones than Il 
might have ripened in my own house. 
I then considered myself quite un- 
thrifty. Green tomatoes in this case 
would have come from the market, and 
I would have been more unthrifty if I 
had neglected a garden supply. Mr. 
Rexford says: “Really, there is but 
little chance for waste of garden pro- 
ductions if there is an appreciative and 
prudent woman in the kitchen.” 

Always Waste in Stores. 


But after all we are seeing more 
shocking wastes of food in stores than 
in gardens. Something ought -to be 
done about it, but what? The costs of 
growing and handling an@ transport- 
ing, with further handling, are al! 
wasted in this case. In the time of au- 
tumn abundance this waste often 
reaches a climax, and the housewife 
could do her part in preventing it. 

The thrifty peoples of the world 
would not waste a cabbage, yet we see 
them wasted all the time by the hun- 
dreds of pounds, and are indifferent. 
Cabbage can be canned or made into 
slaw. Those who grow and store their 
own cabbages leave the stem on, but 
stems, after the top has been cut off, 
will grow little bunches of leaves that 
make delicious greens. When the 
stems are left in the sofl in late tall

In‘the case of onions 
Wwe may: as with other things, put 
them away with things which will 
quickly destroy them, and so we must 
sort them. Open crates on shelves, in 
dry, well ventilated plac-: are excel- 
lent for onions. | 

While we want and must have air 
for onions, we exclude air from*almost 
all the other things th:t gr--v in the 
ground, and so we pack them in sand 
or dirt, or florists’ moss. Sphagnum 
moss is excellent in which to pack 
roots for winter, and all of these things 
may be used for the things we wish 
to force and bleach for salads. 

The list of roots is rather long, and 
may include radishés. Th--~ '* they 
are stored in sand in a cool cellar, 
especially the black radishes, may be 
restored to crispness, i* crisp when 
taken from the sand, by dropping them 
into cold water for a time. Cucum- 
bers may be kept for weeks in cold 
sand. I believe it is always best to 
leave the stem end up. A few rse- 
radish roots are worth having in our 
sand pile. Thece may easily be forced 


for Ss. 
Treatment of Fruit. 

Fine fruit purchased in the market, 
if without bruise, and if wiped clean 
and dry, may be wrapped, each piece 
separately, in oiled paper, and if put 
in a dark, dry and cool place, will keep 
for a long time while the price doubles 
in the market. Grapes hung up by the 
stem in bags may be kept in the same 
way, but it is a little harder to get 
them clean, and we must remember 
that it is often what we can put away 
with our perishables that is so likely to 
destroy them, even when ventilation 
and temperature for keeping them is 
correct. , 

Such items as squashes, pumpkins, 
citron melons, and other members of 
the gourd family will keep from harvest 
time around to summer time again, if 
properly harvested and stored, but we 
see them ruined often within three 
weeks or less from harvest time. If 
you buy these things in the market, try 
to get unbruised specimens with a 
piece of the stem attached. 

These keep best where it is light and 
airy instead of In the dark, and where 
the temperature averages fifty degrees... 
I have kept citron melon until well into 
the winter im an ordinary kitchen, 
where the window was always open. 
Fresh candied citron is best for our 
puddings and cakes and excellent for 
our fruited brown breads, ice cream 
puddings, and so forth.

The effort in this article is to show 
how many ways there are of saving 
and caring for the things at hand, by 
hanging them high, storing them in 
good air, burying them in dirt or sand, 
drying and storing, brining, planting 
them for further growth, and so forth. 

‘A little chopped parsley can he 
taken up and potted and will grow all 
winter. This is the most economical 
way to manage parsley, so many 
bushels of which are wasted. Euro- 
pean cooks utilize it fur more com- 
pletely and advantageously than we 
do, but that is a story by itself. It 
may be kept growing until severe 
cold weather under boards and straw, 
but roots may be dug up, trimmed 
slightly, the top cut back, then planted 
in six inch pots. Keep in a sunny 
window and water when necessary.

-One of his dreams is a 
stately production of “Ruy Blas,” the poetic drama with which Victor Hugo, 
in 1838, reached the peak of the so-called French romantic movement: This 
would fulfill a fine ambition and provide Ditrichstein with a part worthy of 
his powers, for the play’s central character is a noble blending of high comedy 
and deep tragedy. But, they have told him so far, it would cost too much. 
And they probably will keep on telling him so. |

This dispatch was submitted neither 
to the queen nor to the prime minis- 
ter. Lord John Russell's patience, as 
he himself said, “ was drained to the 
last drop.” He dismissed Lord Pal- 
merston.

CHICAGO’S ASTRONOMICAL AIR. 


ANY of you wrote in last week 
telling what you thought about 
a proposed public observatory. 
Most of you said it would be 
fine if it could be done* It would be 
hard to be a lover of the stars and not 
want the facilities to see them. But 
there was a great deal of divergence 
of opinion about where it might be 


placed, 
In the majority of replies I received 


the loop or Grant park was indicated 


as the most favored spot. Lincoln 
park or the north shore came second, 
Washington park and the Midway 
came third; Ravenswood and the

‘There is much truth to this state- 
ment. It is unfortunately true that 
the greater part of Chicago is envel- 
oped by smoke. The percentages of 
emoke emitted by various sources are 
as follows: Factory furnaces, 5 per 
cent: metallurgical and manufacturing 
works, 18 per cent; locomotives, 10 
per cent; high pressure steam plants, 
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Factories send up comparatively 
little smoke. Their boilers are usually 
equipped to burn their coal, for coal 
up the chimney is money out of 
pocket. It is apartment houses, flats, 
and to some extent residences that 
pollute the air worst, due to ignorant 
or indifferent firing. A little observa- 
tion on a winter day will disclose that 
there is more smoke over the flat dis- 
tricts than over the purely factory 
districts.

lake breezes. Being heavy, it hugs 
the water, and when the smoke laden 
winds strike it they are deflected up 
ward as-they might be by a high wall, 
and their vapors are dissipated into 
the@™pper atmosphere. For this rea- 
son the air along the lake shore is 
generally clear, but except where the 
lake air itself blows landward, there 
is a pall of smoke at no great distance 
to the west. 


An observatory placed in the loop, 
Grant park and, to a lesser extent, 
Lincoln park, would have to co&nt on 
its western views being bad, but the 
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sky would otherwise be good. 

The clear, cold winds that sweep 
over Chicago bear from the north and 
northwest. They parallel the lake 
front and materially clear the western 
horizon by agitating the smoke clouds. 
For the same reason they drive the 
smoke back from the northwest side 
of the city and bring the clearest skies 
in those parts. 

The region of Washington park and 
the Midway deserves to be mentioned. 
Aside from lying near elevated trans- 
portation, which is always a good 
thing, its atmospheric conditions are 
unique in Chicago. This is the only 
region in Chicago where the prevailing 
southwest winds bring little smoke. 
The cold northwest winds diffuse the 
smoke before it reaches here, and this 
place is therefore an island of good 
air between the smokes of Chicago 
and those of Gary. The street lights 
here, however, are worse than in 
either Grant & Lincoln parks. -

Breeders Optimistic About Pure Bred Hog Business 


By Frank Ridgway. 


Ws: prices of pure bred hogs shot up in skyrocket fashion a few 


today they are reported missing. They disappeared a few months 
ago when prices of pure breds fell with a terrific crash. Leading 
breeders made big money while prices were high and they lost many thousands 
of dollars when the prices fell, but with the speculator out of the way they 


believe they will be able to build on a firm and safer foundation. 


In spite of heavy losses at the beginning of the lower price period, con- 
structive breeders are optimistic about the future of the pure bred hog busi- 
ness. They nye struck off their losses as other industries have done, and are 
now working On a new basis. They realize that high prices were detrimental 
to the business of growing pure breds. High prices automatically eliminated 


Farmers who grew hogs for the pork barrel, sending their hogs direct 
from the feed lot to the slaughtering pen, were not able to buy pure bred 
hogs during the high price period. But today, with the pendulum of pure 
pred prices swinging only a few degrees above the prices of good grades, the 
average farmer is able to own pure breds. * 

* * 


How to Save Freight Charges. 3 

The big breeder is realizing that the farmer is his best customer, whether 
he sells directly or indirectly to the man who grows his hogs for the market. 
The breeders are trying to get their neighbors to appreciate the value of 
pure breds in producing pork. Prices have come down within reach of the 
pork produter, and within the Jast two or three months many farmers have 
been replacing their grade herds with pure breds. 

This has not only been due to the fact that pure bred/hog prices have 
dropped to a lower legel and much more rapidly than has the price of market 
hogs in the last few months, but because the relative prices of hogs and grain 
make it possible for the farmer to make more profit with hogs than almost 
anything else he can grow on his farm. Naturally the feeder wants the best 
“ machinery” he can get to transform his grain into meat. : 


Defiated prices of market hogs have not caused the farmer to lose con- 
fidence in hogs. Corn belterg are finding the hog the best way to market 
their grain this fall. They are able to more than double the price they would 
get for their corn by feeding it to hogs. - 

W. J. Carmichael, secretary of the National Swine Growers’ assoviation, 
has figured out that the farmer not only gets more for his corn when he 
feeds it to hogs but when the corn is converted into pork he can ship it much 
cheaper. Putting it into practical terms, he said that, roughly, one bushel 
of ¢orn will produce ten pounds of pork, and the freight om the ten pounds 
of pork is much less than it would be on one bushel of corn. According to the 
market price of hogs, the ten- pounds of pork would sell for about 70 cents 
while the farmer only gets about 35 cents a bushel for his corn on the farm.

Enormous Motor Traffic Demands 


By J. L. Jenkins. 

T= million cars make up the rolling stock on the new transportation 
lines whose perfection will cost the people of the United States some 
$3,000,000,000. With these arteries of trade—the national, state, and 

county highways—only partially built, traffic figures show that more passeén- 

gers and nearly as much freight is carried by motor power as the tonnage 
moved by railroad lines, despite the fact that the enormous movement, goes 
forward without the aid of dispatchers, block signals, safety appliances, or any. 
like necessities employed by the lest rail system. | 

The demand for traffic direction, emphasized by the record breaking use 
of highways this season, is making a new problem for engineers in everg part 
of the country. In Illinois a huge appropriation was passed rionths ago with 

a new law requiring the proper mainjenance and marking of all state roads. 

Plans for the work have been completed for weeks, but highway officials declare

Maryland Out Ahead. 


“all who ride may read” their way from point to point have been worked out 
in a number of states. Wisconsin, through its numbered road system, leads 
the middle west. Michigan, Ohio, and Indiana employ excellent numbering 
systems, and California and the Rocky mountain states offer well blazed trails. 
But the most elaborate designating scheme so far achieved by highway officials 
is under way now in Maryland. 

Maryland pavements having been built, the people are turning their undédi- 
vided attention to protection of the pavements from damage by thoughtless 
operators of heavy vehicles and protection of the traveling public from reck- 
less drivers and other road dangers.

Maps at Roadside. 

The Maryland highway department is now installing a system of direction 
and distance signs at each intersection. The signs are faced with metal and 
set on wooden posts into concrete bases. They show the name of| the highway 
in white letters on a black background, the distance to and important 
points, and all principal connections. In addition, ten by ten foot maps are 
being erected at the limits of each town. They sbow the main routes through 
the town in white and the secondary routes in gray; the names of streets and 
well established landmarks are all marked so that the traveler can choose his 
itinerary according to the points of interest. They are oriented to read in the 
direction of travel, so that if the signboard were laid on the ground the routes 
follow the proper directions. On each map is a red star with the words “ Yeu 
are now at this point.” ? 

At the top of mountain grades similar signboards are beimg erected to tell 
the motorist the number of miles down the mountain, warn him of curves, and 
give him concise instructions about how to drive in order to avoid accident,

ton] Maj. Georg Paul Neumann has 

- brought together a score of the 

. more or less confidential reports of 
German airmen and blended them into 
a tale.of romance, adventure and 
achievement that will keep your bed- 
side lamp burning far into the night. 
The volume is a record, a histery of 
the German air force as a unit of power 


and the application of that power, but 
what history of flying, with its breath 
taking accomplishments and its super- 


lative fitness of the fabrics of men and 
materials, ‘can be anything but roman- 
tic and healthy reading? 

Maj. Neumann had some difficulty in 


securing an English translation of this, 


book. Two years ago when Parke 
Brown was in Berlin the officer called 
many times on the correspondent, seek- 
, ing to have the volume brought to 
-America. At that time the book was 
receiving much favorable comment in 
Germany. J. E. Gurdon took up the 
translation and has preserved the avia- 
tion atmosphere dn the technical chap- 
ters and the Beg writing” of ‘the 
others. 

The book deals with everything from 
observation balloons to the airplane 
raids on Paris, from the first bombing 
of London by the big dirigibles to the 
trench strafing by the sturdy little 
scouts, from the parachute jumps of 
observers to the mosaic photographs 
of the capital of France. There is not 
‘ten much detail nor too much boasting. 


The German heavier-than-air pilots 
flew into the war as “fair weather sol- 
diers’” with frail slow moving ships. 
They carried no arms on those first 
trips over the lines, no cafMheras, no 
radio, no signals, and the men knew 
but little of flying. At the peak of the 
German air force accomplishment, just 
before the entire machine crumbled, 
they had all types of ships, cameras, 
guns, signals, and wireless. Their 
heavily armored weight carriers, their 
tiny scout ships, their “trench strafing” 
planes, their observation aerial cruisers 
were better than most of the allied 
aircraft, the book asserts.

After the expense of a public auction 
has been paid there are few of them 
who have sold hogs this fall that have 
realized net pork prices. Some have 
canceled their public sales and are 
making private sales to their neighbors 
and old customers. Many are keeping 
their good individuals,and marketing 
their poorest ones, but there are too 
many good pure bred hogs going to 
the market that should be used in our 
bréeding herds over the country,” Mr. 
McCahan said. 

Improving the Foundation Stock. 

He is convinced by his own experi- 
ence that pure breds make more rapid 
and cheaper gains than grades. Mr. 
McCahan said he would like to see ex- 
periment stations throughout the. corn 
belt and elsewhere put hogs on feeding 
tests to furnish some authentic infor- 
mation showing the difference in the 
gains made by pure breds and grades 
that are fed under exactly the same 
condition. “I think the difference in 
favor of the pure bred would be so 
marked that it would be a great object 
lesson to the men who raise hogs. I 
believe that within a few years. farm- 
ers would dispose of their grades and 
use only pure breds in the production 
of pork,” remarked Mr. McCahan.
